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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-52, drawn to a composition comprising first and second oligomeric 
compounds wherein one compound comprises nucleosides other than 2'-OH and have 
3'-endo conformational geometry. 

Group 2, claim(s) 53, drawn to a method of inhibiting gene expression using the 
composition of claim 1. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of the inventions, double stranded oligomers containing modified nucleosides 
having 3-endo conformational geometry, do not make a contribution over the prior art of 
Fosnaugh et al. (US 2003/0143732). Fosnaugh et al. disclose short interfering RNAs, 
comprising an antisense sequence complementary to a target gene and a sense 
sequence complementary to the antisense sequence. Specific embodiments of 
chemically modified siRNAs disclosed include 2'-OMe and 2'-F modifications. While 
Fosnaugh et al. do not explicitly teach substitution of essentially each of the nucleotides 
other than 2-OH as 3'-endo nucleotides the instant claims lack an inventive step over 
this reference because the person of skill in the art would recognize that use of a 
particular number of substituted bases to be a design choice made in the course of 
producing siRNA compounds having the best combination of desired properties. 
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Species election 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: the 2'-substituent groups recited in claim 29. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.

According to the guidelines in Section (f)(i)(a) of Annex B of the PCT 

Administrative Instructions, the special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 

shall be considered to be met when all the alternatives of a Markush-group are of 
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similar nature. For chemical alternatives, such as the claimed sugar 2'-substituent 
groups, the Markush group shall be regarded as being of similar nature when: 

(A) all alternatives have a common property or activity and 

(B) (1) a common structure is present, i.e., a significant structure is shared by all of the 
alternatives or 

(B)(2) in cases where the common structure cannot be the unifying criteria/all ■ 
alternatives belong to an art recognized class of compounds in the art to which the 
invention pertains. 

The instant 2'-substituent groups are considered to be separate species for the 
following reasons: 

While the substituent groups appear to have a common property, they do not 
meet the criteria of (B)(1), as they do not share, one with another, a common core 
structure. For example, the fluoro substituent group comprises a single atom while the 
groups having formula I or II contain multiple atoms and do not contain fluorine. 
Additionally, the substituent groups do not meet the criteria of (B)(2), art recognized 
class of compounds. 

Accordingly, unity of invention between the substituent groups of the instant 
application is lacking and each group claimed is considered to constitute a special 
technical feature. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
